Tuar Episcopal Diocesan Convention yes-
torday adopled a resolution, rather ambigu-
ously worded, it is true, but which may be
considered ns an indication that the Episcopal
Church will give its support to our common
gohool system, and will refrain from introduo-
ing any disorganizing sectarian element. In-
deed, all that the friends of our scheol sys-
tom need ask of the different sects is that
they will refrain from all interference with
the schools, and if the other Protestant
denominations will follow the example thus
set by the Episcopalians, thelefforts of oer-
tain zealots to divert the school fnnd from its
legitimate objeots for the maintenance of
sectarian establishments will be frustrated.
The Catholic Church is the only one that has
get itself in direct opposition to
the common schools, and from objeoting to
the reading of the Bible it has advanced to
the point of boldly demanding that the com-
mon schools shall be done away with alto-
gother, and that the money shall be divided
between the different religious bodies, or at
least that it shall receive its quota, whether
the other sects concur in the arrangement or
not. It is manifestly the duty of the friends
of the public school system to oppose any
such division of the school fund, and the
various religious denominations can aid ma-
terially in maintaining the integrity of our
educational system by declining to enter the
field of controversy with regard to it, and by
giving it their cordial and hearty support.

THE INCOME TAX,

A numor has appeared in several papers that
the Hon. William D. Kelley is in favor of the
renewal of the income tax. We have a
distinot and emphatic denial of this under
Judge Kelley's own signature, and a state-
ment that not only has he opposed the re-
newal of the tax in the committee, but that
he has notified the committes of his purpose
to oppose it in the House when it comes up
for discussion. It is singular, in view of the
decided expressions of public opinion on this
subject, that any member of Congress who
hopes for re-election should bave the temerity
to propose a renewal of this odions and in-
quisitorial tax, and it is satisfactory
to know that Judge Kelley and
other of the live members of Congress
will use their best efforts to have it done
away with finally and forever. It is not the
amount taken out of a man's pocket by the
income tax that is objected to, so much as
the peculiarly unpleasant ingidents attending
its collection, and there are few tax.-payers
who would not prefer to be nssessed in larger
pums in some less objectionable manner,
The income tax was a war moasure, and it
was only snbmitted to in silence by the peo-
ple on account of the urgency of the occasion,
and because it was distinetly understood that it
waa to expire by limitation at a certain and
early date, That date has now passed, aund to
re-enact the tax would be a piece of tyranny
on the part of Congress that would certainly
try the patience of the people mors than
almost anything that could be perpstrated in
the way of legislation. It is well that Con-
gressmen should understand that there is a
disposition to make this a test question, and
that those who vote for the continuation of
the tax will be held responsible when they
present themselves for re-election,

THE INDIANS.
Ms. Wrnraam Wersn, whose devotion to the
cause of the Indians is well known, has
written a letter to the Indian Oommission
which meets in New York to.day for the pur-
pose of considering the proper policy to be
adopted towards eivilizing the savages and
towards puiting a stop to the murders and
rapine that mow desolate the frontier, My,
Welsh's earnestness makes hima somewhat of
& partisan, and be is inclined to take a rather
more favorable view of the Indian character
than most persons, but, with this exception
porhaps, his letter contains nothing that will
not receive the approval of all right-minded
men., His severe denunciation of the Indian
“ring" is especially well deserved,and it ought
to arouse the people of the country and the
moembers of Congress to the necessity of
jhovoughly reorganizing our whole Indiau

policy, if we expect bto do anything in the
way of civilizing the savages or le give
socurity to the settlers upon the plains of the
far West, The Indian Bureau is and has bsen
for years completely uuder the oontrol of a
“ring" whose only objectisplander. It has beon
maintained by Congress, through the political
influenoe of those who compose it, in spite of
the manifold exposures of its corruptions that
have been made, and in defianoce of the wishes
of the deocent people of the land. Not only
has tho Indian Bureau done no good what-
ever, but it has been the main canse of most
of the bloodshed and ontrages perpetrated by
the savages, and it has used all its influence
to defeat the efforta of those who from mo-
tives of real philanthropy desire to ameliorate
the oondition of the Indians, and, if possible,
to Christianize and civilize them. What has
been done, however, in this direction by the
noble band of men of which Mr. Welsh is a
representative, is an encouragbment to even
greater exertions, and through their just and
enlightened polioy it has been shown that it
is possible to civilize at least some of the In-
dians, and to eduneate them inte useful citi-
zens. It rests with Congreas to say whether
this good work shall be pushed to its legiti-
mate conclusion, or whether the thieves and
robbers who compose the Indian ‘‘ring"” shall
be allowed to perpetuate the present dis-
graceful state of affairs, and keep up a con-
tinual warfare between the savages and the
settlers upon the frontier.

SLAVERY OF AMERIUAN WOMEN.
Tar number of ‘‘woman's-rights" conven-
tions that bave been held within the past few
months would almost lead the public into the
belief that no adjournments were permitted
in these charming gatherings. No new con-
verts seem to be added to the list, if we may
judge from the published acoounts of their
inharmoniouns proceedings. The same stereo-
typed names still figure as presidents, com-
mittee women, and eminent chinnists, Some-
times the list is varied by exchanging gentle
Cady 8. for sweet Busan B., and vica versa,
but in the main the posts of honor—and
honorable posts they are—are invariably
filled by our old familiar friends, whose names
are well known and whose capacity is pratty
fairly estimated.

The preambles, resolutions, and speeches
emanating from the same select, if not re-
fined, circle have also become familiar, and
if it were not for the internal jealousies and
bair-pullings that manifest themselves at
times, but few readers would find interest in
their proceedings. The meeting in Apollo
Hall, New York, presided over by Theodore
Tilton, that eminent saint with “‘long yellow
hair," has evolved no new or startling idea
on the terrible wrongs under which the
American women are suffering. The speeches
and resolutions were only relieved from the
dead level of puerility and stupidity by the

cat-like snaps, socreeches, and clawings
that enlivened the proceedings. There
was, however, one resolution, submitted

by the would-be Honorable Cady Stanton,
and enthusiastically adopted by the meeting,
that is perhaps a little in advance of any of
their previous innumerable preambles and
resolutions. Not shat the moral sentiment
or refinement contained therein is above the
usual Stanton-Anthony standard, but becauss
it is a bolder expression of the secret spring
that moves these misguided, wrong-headed,
loud-*“‘tongued,” and idle-handed women,
The resolution referred te was to the effect
that, ‘“Whereas, in the Sickles, Cols, and
McFarland trials, the acoused were acquitted
by a jury of their countrymen, therefore the
obvious deduction was that American women
were in slavery, from which they ocan be
rescued only by the ballot,” ete., ete.

What inferences are we to draw from such
teachings? What wonld the highly gifted and
virtuous Mrs. Stanton have us conclude?
Take the cnses in their order and let us apply
the test, General Bickles was indicted for
shooting a man who, after enjoying the hos-
pitalily of his house and the generous bounty
of his hand, had violated every instinet of
the gentleman by dishonoring the wife in the
very house of his friend, thus desolating his
home and dragging in the dust all that is
dearest to man. A jury acquitted him on the
ground that so vile a treachery and so terrible
a calamity were sufficient to render the
prisoner unaccountable for his acts, Does
Mrs, Cady Btanton, Tilton, sweet Susan B. &
Co., object to General Bickles' interference
in the unlawful and unholy conduct of his
wife and Barton Key? Do they think she
should bave been permitted to continue her
wickedness unmolested? If not, where is the
application of their text, “the slavery of
woman?" The tyranny in this case consisted
in the fact that the husband separated his
wife from her paramour. In this can yousse
but the act of an unreasonable slaveholder,
oh ye heavenly saints of Apollo Hall? The
case of General Cole was in many respects a
counterpart of the one to which allusion has
just been made. In this, as in General
Bickles' «case, the slavery of the
woman consisted (reasoning from Mrs.
Stanton’s premises) in the faet that
General Cole restrained his wife from
further evil by removing her guilty confiden-
tial friend. The jury in this case, as in that
of BSickles, acquitted on the grounds that
when the sanctity of a home was ruthlessly

violatad, the most sacred of all ties trampled |
vpon, and the dearest of all earthly objects |

polluted and dishonored, the outraged, ruined
busband was not responsible if under the
mental agony resulting therefrom he laid
violent hands upon the villain who wrought
all this wisery, In the last of the three ocases
epumerated in the resolution of the indignant |
Cady, we have presented the abject slavery
of Mrs. Abby MoFarland-Richardson,
whose unreasouable husband objected to
her receiving undue and seandalous attention
from another gentleman before she had
ceased to be Mrs, McFarland, In this case it
is somewhat more diffloult than in the former
to perceive in what the ‘slavery of the
woman' consisted. In spite of the solemn
vows that bound her to MoFarland, and the

no leas saoréd and more touching ome of
children that should have kept her pure and
at home, we find her away from her huaband,
perambulating distant States to obtain by
stealth and semi-frand a divoros she oconld
not get at home, and then returning to the
companionship of that man whose influehce
over her had destroyed her home, divided
her children, and distracted her poor loving
husband. In what, oh! gentle Cady, did her
slavery consist? She had left home and
friends, children and husband, in pursaance of
the advice of her disinterested fomale friends;
she had travelled unmolested over distant
States; she had broken the bonds that legally
held her to the man she had aworn to ‘‘love,
honor, and obey." Yet, most logical Oady,
you say she was a slave! She was only unfor-
tunate, in her own and doubtless in Mrs.
Stanton’s estimation, in the fact that she was
not permitted, in open day and in the pre-
sence of a Christian people, to live with the
man for whom she had cast off husband,
children, and honor. If it be slavery te re-
main contented, virtuous, and happy, it is
most devoutly to be hoped that American
woman may long i1emain in a state of the
the most abject slavery, and if freedom sig-
nifies all Mrs, Oady Stanton would have us
infer it does, may a kind Providence protect
American wives and danghters from ita bale-
ful shadows! Thank Heaven! the Anthonys,
Stantons, Blakes, and Blackwells, with all
their chatterings, resolutions, weak-tea
bickerings and ravings, do not represent, in
the most infinitesimal degree, the virtue,
dignity, or thonght of American womanhood.

THE MORMON QUESTION.
Senvaton Onacix delivered an elaborate speech
upon the Mormon bill in the Senate yester-
day, in which he eloquently denonnced and
exposed the enormities of polygamy, and re-
hearsed the orimes of which the followers of
Brigham Young have been accused. The
concluding sentence of his remarks, however,
contained the true solution of the Utah troun-
bles. He said that ‘‘when miners and other
emigrants, not Mormons, shall flock to that
Territory amd make it their home, the loath-
some and festering monster of polygamous
Mormonism will perish and be buried out of
sight.” The practical gunestion is rather how
this emigration may be facilitated than how
the moral nature of the Mormons may be im-
proved. The most essential thing is that well-
disposed emigrants may be as thoroughly pro-
tected in Utah as in any other portion of the
United States, This duty the nation owes to
all its inhabitants, and it should be performed
to the extent of the national power, at all
hazards, so that the declaration, ‘I am an
American citizen," may be asure passport in
every nook and eorner of the land. Polygamy
is a hideous monstrosity, but it prevails
among the Indians even more generally than
among the Mormons, and no one seriously
proposes to enact laws of Congress or to send
armies against them for the purpose of
diminishing the number of squaws in the
lodges of their chiefs. If we can restrain
them from soalping white prisoners, and from
retarding the progress of civilization by mur.
derous forays upon  frontier settle-
ments, we are content te postpone their
moral reformation to a more convenient gea-
son, Brigham Young, like the Indians, has
theoretically set up a sort of unanthorized
rude government within the legitimate Gov-
ernment of the nation; and whenever his
theooracy comes in direct conflict with the
fundamental and essential laws of the land,
or invades the rights of loyal citizens, it
should be stamped out. What is most needed
in Utah now, is not that we should force our
civilization on all the dupes of the Mormon
prophet, but that he should be prevented
from retarding the increase of the Geutile
population, and from interposing obstacles
to the se-called apostacy of his fol-
lowers, which really means an awakening
to their true rights and duties as American
citizens. If the proposed new legislation
pertaining to Utah and the national poliey in
reference to that Territory is put on the foo!-
ing we have thus briefly described, the Mor-
mon mischief-makers can gain no sympathy
in any quarter of the world, and the more
sensible portion of their own people will
speedily learn the justice and necessity of re-
cognizing the higher allegiance which is due
to the national authorities., We have but
little faith in the power of an army to break
up an institution like polygamy, and the ex-
periment is scarcely worth’ trying. Bat
courts and armies can jointly be inveked to
punish freason in Utah as well as in Dixie,
and if every overt act at Balt Lake is
promptly punished, and every unlawful Mor-
mon proseription or persecution of loyal citi-
zens is speedily avenged, DBrigham Young's
old stamping ground will soon be filled with
Gentiles who will redeem and regenerate it.

TRANSPORTATION OF IMPORTED

of goods arriving from foreign ports at San
Frauciseo to any interior collection distriet,
immediately after they are landed. A similar
system is even more necessary on the Atlantic
coast, and its adoption would do more to in.
crease the foreign commerce of Philadelphia
then any measure that has been suggested.
It is a matter of profound astonishment that
the serious consideration of & projeet in
which nearly every important Ameriean city
excepl New York has so deep an interest is
postponed from year to year, and that Congress
